the troop transports had arrived. 
The landing of the troops may take 
considerably longer than was antici­ 
pated, and officials believe that at least 
three days w ill be required to get the 
men on shore and in any sort of organ­ 
ized condition. 
Some of the arm y offi­ 
cers allow even m ore tim e, one of them 
bedding that it will take quite a m onth 
to get all the stores, as well as the 
troops, off the transports. The purpose, 
however, is to get off the troops first.
